Madison Square Harden, New York. 
June 24.— Many famous fights and 
many circuses have been held in the 
historic building, but none of them 
have -matched the 
combination 
of 
both that began here today with the 
opening of the democratic national 
convention. 
"F a ir and cool” was the official 
convention weather forecast*for New 
York City, hut "high tem peratures 
and storms” was the 
unmistakable 
outlook for the 
actual 
convention 
area. 
Through the garden stalked 
the 
troublesome issues of the Ku Klux 
Klan, League of Nations, prohibition 
— and in the background the im­ 
pending fight between the men who 
aspire to lead the party in the com­ 
ing campaign. 
At their headquarters, temporarily 
out of the stirring picture of action 
in the convention, the leading candi­ 
dates for the presidential nomination 
aw ait their turn. 
But on the plat­ 
form here and out among the dele 
gates are such figures as Newton D. 
Baker. William Jennings Bryan, Sen­ 
ator Royal Copeland, Governor Al 
bert Richie of Maryland and many 
others whom the presidential light 
nlng may strike before thiB quadren 
nial session ends. 
On most of the major issues before 
the delegates there are likely to be 
minority reports from the resolutions 
committee, resulting in prolonged de­ 
bate from the floor. 
W hat speaker 
may stampede the convention during 
his address on one of these and lay 
the foundation stones for his own 
nomination after those formally pre 
•vented have run their race? 
W hat 
issue will emerge at last as the great 
one upon which the nominee must 
face the electorate this fall? 
Never before has a democratic con­ 
vention met in an atmosphere of such 
uncertainty 
and 
surcharged 
with 
such bitterness and dangers as marks 
this one. 
Newton D. Baker, delegate from 
Ohio and assigned to the resolutions 
committee from that state assumes 
the direction of the anti-McAdoo cam­ 
paign with his demands for a league 
plank in the platform. 
Such is his 
feeling on the subject that, should 
the resolutions committee refuse 
to 
countenance 
a 
league 
plank, 
he 
might through a minority report car­ 
ry the issue out upon the convention 
floor. 
There he would address the 
convention as a whole. 
Baker, too, supports a strong anti- 
Klan plank— one as virile as those 
drafted by E. H. Moore of Ohio and 
Senator Underwood of Alabama. 
W ith Baker aligned with this ele­ 
ment, the Klan issue appears more 
and more likely to dominate conven­ 
tion delegations and possibly emerge 
as the foremost issue of the demo­ 
cratic party in the coming campaign. 
Such is the bitterness of the ma­ 
jority of the delegates here on the 
subject that some of the 
foremost 
leaders in the party are now claim- 


HUTCHINS CO. LOSES ACTION IN 
ST. PAUL COURT— APPEAL 
PLANNED 
St. Paul. June 24.— Judge W. A. 
Cant yesterday directed a verdict in 
favor of the Ford Motor Co. in the 
$027,000 suit brought by the W. J 
H utchins Co. 
The evidence, the court held In r e ­ 
fusing to let a jury consider the case, 
showed no cause of action, in that no 
contract covered the so-called dam ­ 
ages claimed by the H utchins Co. 
These alleged damages, the court 
said, were based on points not cov­ 
ered in the contract, while the con­ 
tract itself was revokable at any 
time by either of the parties. 
The H utchins Co., at one time 
Ford and Fordson dealers In St. Paul 
for the northwest, claimed to hav"1 
lost $127,000 when the Ford Motor 
Co. 
revoked 
its contract.

claimed $500,000 as lost profits. 
The decision, William Oppenheim- 
er. counsel for the Hutchins Co. saHl 
will be appealed. 
Judge Cant g ra n t­ 
ed him 30 days in which to prepare 
his request for an appeal.

Rus 
sell Maughan flew by daylight from 
New York to San Francisco, and the 
dream of American airmen of a dawn 
to dusk transcontinental flight beennut 
a reality. 
A new era of aviation has been 
opened up by the courageous and suc­ 
cessful venture, army and civilian fly­ 
ing men declared today as congratula­ 
tions were showered upon the army 
officer who left Mitchell Field, New 
York, at 3:69 eastern standard tim* 
and arrived at San Francisco 21 hours 
and 45 minutes later. 
What army men visualize is a fleet 
of airplanes on one coast called by 
wire or wireless to defend the other 
and spanning the entire United States 
within a single day. 
It was past dusk when Maughan’s 
record flight came to an end at Crls- 
sey Field, but airmen pointed out that 
he had delayed at dawn and that the 
sun was up 37 minutes before the 
little plane hummed off into the west, 
and that the flight actually ended 18 
minutes ahead of schedule. 
Maughan was “air sick” a couple 
of dozen times during his flight be­ 
tween the time he left New York and 
his arrival here. 
Face windburned, eyes flaming, red 
rimmed and sunken and bloodshot 
hands trembling with sheer fatigue 
the airman was bundled off to bed 
after he had sketched an unromantic 
word 
picture 
of his epoch-making 
flight. 
‘‘In the mountain country we made 
140 miles an hour. 
Over level coun 
try faster time—-better than 150 miles 
an hour, I think.' 
"We?” someone asked. 
"Me and my plane. 
"For the first 200 miles the weather 
was fine. Then for 150 miles we drove 
through rain. Then came IOO miles of 
fog. 
After that we had low-hanging 
clouds all the way."

million required in the applications, 
and time may he saved by bringing 
them. 
Applications must he in by Jan. I, 
1928. 
Veterans need not try to cal 
ulate the amount of insurance they 
are to get; the government will do 
that. All they need to tell Is tho facts 
regarding their length of service, and 
how It was served. 
Each application must he witnessed 
by two persons who know the veteran 
and the fact of hts service. 
Depend­ 
ants or guardians of diseased veterans 
•nay make applications. 
Those not eligible Include those who 
were not in military service during 
the actual war period before the ar­ 
mistice or for more than 60 days: 
those dishonorably discharged, con­ 
scientious objectors who stuck to their 
objections; those discharged because 
aliens, and welfare workers. Conscien­ 
tious objectors wlio served regardless 
of their principles, ara eligible. 
Other veterans' organizations and 
service recruiting stations are to be 
provided 
with 
application 
facilities 
later.

(B y United Press) 
Philadelphia, June 24.— Busy par­ 
e n ts who have not time to properly 
care for their children are responsible 
for the Leopold-Loeb-Fvunks cass Hi 
Chicago, according to Dr. Wm. C. 
Covert, general secretary of Chris­ 
tian Education of the Presbyterian 
church. Covert lives In Philadelphia. 
"I know the parents of the Leopold 
and Loeb boys and they are seeming­ 
ly fine people,” Dr. Covert said, -In 
discussing the case. 
‘They lire In­ 
telligent, hut they were too busy to 
attend 
to 
their 
sons’ 
education. 
Therein lies the answer. 
“ An educated person without char­ 
acter is a menace. 
He has no moral 
direction to his life, nothing to guide 
him In the right way and consequent­ 
ly is self-indulgent and antisocial. 
“ A man who has no moral educa­ 
tion cornea pretty close to the Jungle. 
He reverts to the rule of the beast 
anil there you have the cause for this 
crime In Chicago. 
There you have 
the difficulty with Leopold and Loeb. 
Both boys were Intelligent, both had 
everything that money would buy, 
hut they were lacking in something 
far more precious 
moral stability. 
“ My son 
was a councillor in a 
camp in Wisconsin which Loeb a t ­ 
tended. 
He knew him as only per­ 
sons who have lived in the open to­ 
gether can know each other. 
Loeb 
at that time was a healthy, normal 
boy. inclined to he mischievous, hut 
not vicious. 
He grew older and h|» 
bruin developed, but he had no re­ 
straint placed upon his normally ac­ 
tive thoughts. 
Consequently he took 
the path the results of which Is 
known all over the world. 
“ There is no question of sanity in 
this case. 
Both boys are admittedly 
brilliant, but they have not schooled 
themselves to restraint. They follow­ 
ed their impulses, regardless of where 
It led them. 
"The 
biggest

W ith hardly an exception, the visi­ 
tors are more than pleased with tho 
accomodations, and speak very h ig h­ 
ly of the camp and its caretaker 
These people are doing much to ad­ 
vertise the “ Brainerd W ay” of enter 
taining the tourists, who are coming 
in increasing numbers daily. 
One of the improvements bein 
added to the equipment this year is 
a laundry, now under construction 
This is being built on the west side 
of the caretaker’s house, and will be 
fitted with three or four tubs, w ring­ 
ers, washboards, etc., and is about 
the last word in fittings for a tourist 
camp such as this.

The sixty-ninth annual report of the 
Presbyterian Board of Relief 
and 
Sustentation was presented to 
the 
Presbyterian General Assembly 
to­ 
day. 
Dr. Henry B. Master, general sec­ 
retary. stated tha£ the past year had 
been tile best financially the hoard 
had ever known, with a total 
of 
$681,000 distributed in pensions d u r­ 
ing tile year. 
Dr. Master held, how­ 
ever. that the pension system was 
pathetically inadequate, and he held! 
that the honor of the church was at I 
stake to secure some remedy for the 
situation. 
He urged that some radi­ 
cally different plan must he devised 
and that the church must enable the 
hoard to plan for the future. 
Dr. Master emphasized the 
idea 
that pensions for aged and disabled 
ministers and other servants of the 
church were not a m atter of charity 
but instead, of simple justice. 
He 
reported that there was a shortage 
of more than $2,000,000 in the re­ 
serve fund of the sustentation depart­ 
ment, due to the failure of the church 
to match through its benevolent con­ 
tributions the payment of each $1 by 
the members of the sustentation de­ 
partment by the payment of $4 which 
tile church had agreed to do. 
This 
deficit, said Dr. Master, was now 
increasing at the rate of between 
$300,000 and $400,000 per year. 
The average number of pension ap­ 
plications was formerly IOO per year 
hut for the year 1922-23 the number 
of aplications granted was 217, and 
for the year just ended it was 206. 
An Adequate Pension 
In urging reform of the pension 
system Dr. Master held that any pen­ 
sion system worthy of the name must 
be extended to cover all the servants 
of the church, ministers, missionaries 
and commissioned lay workers. More 
over, he said, this pension ought to 
be an adequate one, affording a reas­ 
onable measure of comfort and free­ 
dom from grinding poverty in old 
age or disability. 
He said that the 
situation today was appalling. 
On 
the basis of salary paid, he said, few 
ministers were able to make suffici­ 
ent provision for declining years. 
Dr. Master said that the benefits 
desired might be secured by the pay­ 
ment by tile minister of 2 V2 per cent 
of his annual salary and the payment 
by the church which he serves of 7% 
per cent of the amount of his salary. 
Dr. Master added that the whole 
m atter of the proposed new pension 
plan would be covered in detail when 
the 
special 
Laym an’s 
Committee 
should present its report through its 
chairman, Hon. Will H. Hays, head 
of the motion picture industry and 
Presbyterian 
elder 
from 
Sullivan, 
Ind. 
Hays’ committee not only asks 
for $15,000,000 additional 
endow­ 
ment, but it is also making a survey 
of tile church and a study of minis­ 
ters' salaries with a view' to estab­ 
lishing a pension system on a Belen 
title basis.

California Cork Trees 
It Is said that within the past dec­ 
ade cork culture lins shown promise 
of becoming one of the Important in­ 
dustries of California. A considerable 
acreage of Spanish cork oak is now In 
cultivation at the forest plantation 
owned by tile University of California, 
and all of the trees are, it is said, 
thriving and growing vigorously. 
On 
the elder trees there is a good growth 
of young bark, some of It more than an 
Inch in til lek ness. 
Most of the trees are now nbout 
•even years old and are from twenty- 
five to thirty feet In height and from 
eight to ten inches in diameter at tile 
butts. 
This culture has been made In 
ordinary soil. 
Both the climate nnd 
•oil seem very favorable to the growth 
of the Spanish cork oak. 
This is the first time that any at­ 
tempt has been made to grow cork In 
California and the experiment seems 
to have been worth making.

Safety of Banks 
National hanks are chartered by 
the federal government and are sub­ 
ject to supervision by the comptroller 
of the currency, who has authority to 
close a bank if his examiner finds that 
it has impaired its capital. 
State 
hanks and trust companies operate 
under the authority of the state and 
are subject to supervision by the state 
bank commissioner, just as national 
hanks are supervised by the federal 
comptroller of the currency. 
Periodi­ 
cal examinations of both classes of 
hanks are made. 
If undesirable se­ 
curities are found or unsafe methods 
of business are disclosed, the bank 
commissioner or tho comptroller, as 
the case may bo, generally gives direc­ 
tors and stockholder* an opportunity 
to correct abuses and make good on 
poor securities before taking the more 
drastic action of closing tho bank.

The new caste is from below and depends on prod in­ 
dict* for its maintenance. The university man, therefore, unfor­ 
tunately has relatively small political influence. 
His leadership 
is not often desired by the steadily voting blocs, and the upper 
classes, composed of better trained men, are individualized be­ 
yond the possibility of effective organization. 
Their many theo­ 
ries break them up into such small groups that their vote, w’hich 
should at least he intelligent, is politically of small moment.

Instead of the United States, Great Britain and F ra m e monopolizing vic ­ 
tories in the Olympic socfcer competition, we found what four countries fight­ 
ing It out in the semi-finals and finals? 
Holland—Swede* 
Switzerland 
Uruguay! 
With the possible exception of Sweden, none of these c o u n trie s will cut 
much of a figure In the rem ainder of the games. 
NeJfJwf will Usee ho-Slovakia. nor the Irish Free State, nor Bulgaria. Yet 
these countries furnished soccer team s that w ere in the running after those 
of the United States and Franc e had been eliminated. 
One reason for the truly international scope? of soccer is Its simplicity. 
It Is played on a level field, the object being to kick a bal! bet wee a two 
posts and beneath a third. 
Eleven men play on n side and that is about ail 
there is to the game. 
Different nations may develop different techniques; some- may use their 
heads like feet or their feet like heads, and work up a tricky passing game, 
but, after aJI, there is the hall, and the single' idea of the game is to work it 
down the field some way and kic k it through thut goal. 
Probably this simplicity, m ore than anything else, accounts for the fa n 
that the game is played, and played well, in every country. 
The Swiss could 
scarcely be expected Jo hold their own in deep-sea diving, atid pole vaulting 
is thus far a lost art In Soviet Russia, but in every land the re* is sonic* level 
sward and some boys and men willing to get out and kirk a ball around.

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SOCCER FOOTBALL INTERNATIONAL GAME 


B y F r a n k G e t t y 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
New York, June 24.— Soccer football la perhaps the most truly Interna­ 
tional o f all modern sports. 
This was strikingly demonstrated at the Olympic gam es earlier this month. 
Instead of the United States, Great Britain and France monopolizing vic­ 
tories in the Olympic soccer competition, we found what four countries fight­ 
ing it out In the sem i-finals and finals? 
Hhljand— Sw eden— Sw itzerland— Uruguay! 
With the possible exception of Sweden, none of these countries will cut 
much of a figure in the remainder of the games. 
Neitjiei1 w ill Czecho-Slovakia,-* nor the Irish Free State, nor Bulgaria. Yet 
these countries furnished soccer team s that were in the running after those 
of the .United States and France had been eliminated. 
One reason for the truly international scope of soccer is its simplicity. 
It is played on a level field, the object being to kick a hall between two 
posts and beneath a third. 
Eleven men play on a side and that is about all 
there is to the game. 
Different nations may develop different techniques; some m ay use their 
heads like feet or their feet like heads, and work up a tricky passing gam e, 
but, after ail, there is the ball, and the single idea of the game is to work it 
down the field some way and kick it through that goal. 
Probably this simplicity, more than anything else, accounts for the fact 
that the game is played, and played well, in every country. 
The Sw iss could 
scarcely be expected ,to hold their own in deep-sea diving, and pole vaulting 
is thus far a lost art in Soviet Russia, but in every land there is some level 
sward and some boys and men willing to got out and kick a ball around.

matches and came down to the final tests —Uruguay, Switzerland, Sweden and 
Holland— showed different styles of play, different qualifications of cham pion­ 
ship caliber. 
The Sw iss team was the best at the short gam e, dribbling and passing, 
feinting and at trick plays. 
Yet the Uruguayans wore them to a frazzle in 
the finals and beat them handily, 2 to 0. 
Sweden's big husky team was defeated by' the dim inutive Sw iss in tin 
semi-final and Holland lost to Uruguay in a gam e which was vainly protested 
Sweden then beat Holland and the final standing was: 
1. Uruguay; 
2. Switzerland; 
3. Sweden; 
4. Holland.
